Drawing a comparison, Bennett 
said the average Georgia dairy 
farm returned over three times the 
income above expenses as did the

Thousands of people are figura- 
tively “digging their graves with 
their teeth,” Dr. J. C. Norris, presi- 
dent of the Fulton County Medical 
Milk Commission, told a group of 
the nation’s leading diet experts 
yesterday in San Francisco. 

“Either they are not 
enough or eating too much, and 
often they eat improperly both in 
regard to mastication and quality 
of food,” he declared. 

The Atlanta doctor addressed 
the joint annual conference of the 
American Association of Medical 
Milk Commissions and the Certi- 
fied Milk Producers’ Association 
of America, 

Stressing the importance of 
proper diet in the treatment of 
such diseases as arterial sclerosis, 
skin diseases, syphilis, night blind- 
ness, migraine, neuritis and anem- 
is, he recommended milk as a food. 

“We should be ever mindful 
that of all liquid foods, certified 
milk is nature's best, well-balanc- 
ed and platable and containing 
five or more essential vitamins,” 
he declared. 

Dr. Norris said it is not wise 
for people of middle age or over 
to indulge too often in fat-produc- 
ing foods or in those foods whose 
cholesterol content is 
because of the destructive process- 


of arterial hardening.

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FEAR PSYCHOLOGY 

The extent to which fear psychology has 
gRripped this country is revealed rather vividly 
in two completely unrelated instances, both 
made public recently. In the years since 1933, 
when the morale of the people was #& possibly 
its lowest ebb, the nation has grown far from 
the fear which then gripped the structure. 

Today, however, fear of a different sort ap- 
pears to be strangling the people and the busi- 
‘ness of the land. It is not the fear growing 
from bank failures, from utter hopelessness, 
but a fear that comes from the spectacle of 
indecision in high places; from the growing 
conviction all progress has stopped. 

In Washington, experienced observers, Jos- 
eph Alsop and Robert Kintner, ascribe the lack 
of action In the railroad crisis to the mutual 
fear existing between the President and Sena- 
tor Burton Wheeler. Of course, other angles 
enter into the situation, yet here are two men 
in the highest councils of the land who appear 
to be not able to work together when the wel- 
fare of the natidn is at stake. Even in the 
earliest days of the nation, when bitter ani- 
mosities threatened the well-being of the 
young land, those difficulties were resolved in 
the common good. 

In Wellesley Hills, Mass., Roger W. Babson, 
an economist of high popular standing, ad- 
vised members of the graduating class of the 
Babson Institute to look for a job in a small 
town and to put their money in a farm, even 
though they did not live on the land. He does 
not, from those words, advocate a back-to-the- 
farm movement, but advances his advice in a 
way which leads to the supposition he advo- 
cates a “storm-cellar” ownership of land. 
Strange advice for youth. 

That there is little to fear but the sources 
from which this fear springs is evident. Noth- 
ing this nation possessed in prosperous years 
has gone. In even greater potential quantity 
and quality that wealth remains. The machin- 
ery of prosperity is at hand and but a spark 
is all necessary to restart it. All of the factors 
necessary for a sharp upswing in business are 
present—except one, the absence of fear. 

Recrimination and an apparent desire for 
revenge are taking their toll in the life-blood 
of the country; people suffer and business stag- 
nates while their leaders indulge in personali- 
tles. 

The answer must be given by the people. 
Not by the creation of a “rubber-stamp” con- 
gress, but in returning to legislative halls men 
of firm conviction, men who follow their own 
conscience and not the will of one man. Roose-

THE HOUSING AUTHORITY 

An opportunity for service to their city and 
to their fellowmen seldom given private citizens 
lies before members of the new Atlanta Hous- 
ing Authority. Their task is not to be envied. 
Its magnitude is not for little people. Mayor 
Hartsfield has chosen well, however, and At- 
lantans have been given a combination of men 
from whom only the best may be expected. 

Housing, in this country, is largely an unex- 
plored field, confused to a great degree by the 
unrelated, makeshift manner in which the 
greatest problem of the nation has been ap- 
proached. The progress made has pointed the 
lessons for future work in the slum-clearance 
field and affords a base from which the new 
paths may be drawn. The development of the 
future requires men of high courage, vision and 
firm resolve, for on their shoulders rests one 
of the greatest opportunities for social advance- 
ment afforded in this country today. Not only 
does the hope of the underprivileged lie in this 
field, but the standards of the more fortunate 
rest on the prop which it provides. 

C. F. Palmer, selected to be chairman of the 
Authority, was the only possible choice for that 
position. The man who is now president of the 
Chamber of Commerce has been a national 
pioneer in the slum-clearance field. It was 
largely through his efforts that the Techwood 
and University housing projects were construct- 
ed. Atlanta is fortunate that his services are 
available and that he has been placed at the 
head of the Authority during the crucial period 
which now approaches. 

James D. Robinson Jr., the vice chairman of 
the Authority, has a wide knowledge not only 
in the banking field, but‘of the housing work 
which has been accomplished in Europe dur- 
ing the past decade. A. Robert Dorsen has long 
been known for his interest in the social prob- 
lems of the city and his work as a merchant 
brings to the Authority the experience in hu- 
man values so necessary in an undertaking of 
this kind. Frank Etheridge has long been 
prominent in West End business circles and 
possesses an alert conception of the needs in- 
volved. O. M. Harper, well known in labor cir- 
cles, is a practical construction expert closely 
acquainted with the problem which the Au- 
thority faces. 

None may profit from membership on the 
Authority, and a deep sacrifice is made by all 
of these men, not only from the profit stand- 
point but in the enormous amount of time 
which will be required of them, for which they 
receive no compensation. 

All Atlanta must conceive the task which 
lies before*these men. All Atlanta must co- 
operate, unselfishly and wholeheartedly, that 
they may succeed in eliminating the slum areas 
which blight so much of the population. So 
much is involved none can refuse this co-op- 
eration. 


CHINA’S MIGRATION 


Out of the travail of women and of. nations 
comes new life; on the wreckage of an old 
existence a people build a greater civilization. 
Thus it has been from the beginnings of his- 
tory. The lessons are written for those who 
will read, carved into the rock on which an 
early race left their story, inscribed on the 
parchment and paper of more literate eras. 


Against the vast panorama of clashing 
forces in the ancient land, China, this story is 
again being painted in striking relief. In times 
past, a conqueror captured a people rather 
than their land. In modern warfare, an invader 
conquers land, not people. As the lines of bat- 
tle extend, the people drop back before the 
horror, or are driven from their homes by sav- 
agery from the air. The conquerors are hand- 
ed barren land. 


The greatest story in this China today is 
not that of the armies. It is that of the 30,- 
000,000 people who have left home and land 
rather than submit to the yoke of the Nip- 
ponese. Where do they go? To build a new 
China on what now are her farthest frontiers. 


Peasants, laborers and merchants alike are 
leaving their homes and pouring westward 
ahead of the invader into the undeveloped and 
sparsely populated regions of China. Here a 
people. inured to hardship may carve a new 
destiny for their land. Back of the vast moun- 
tain ranges beyond Szechwan and Shensi prov- 
inces lies the land of which the world will 
hear more and more; the now strange names 
of Sikang, Tsinghai, Ninghsia, Kansu and Sui-

BANKS AND STOCKS WASHINGTON, June 13.—Not long 

ago, two members of the Securities 
and Exchange Commission dropped in at the chaste marble temple

hind closed doors, for, held in a more public forum, it would have 
caused an epidemic of apoplexy in bank presidents’ offices. 

The subject, as usaul in such talks ip these days, was the de- 
pression and its causes. One of the first sub-topics mentioned was 
the failure of the banks to make loans to business, and especially to 
small business. Eccles suggested that the fault was not the banks’, 


but the bank examination system’s. 
| was rigid, clumsy, and caluclated to emphasize business slumps by 


its insistence on liquidity. 


He argued that the system 


He pointed out that, if a bank lends to the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of New Jersey, the value of the note is determined by the 
worth of the company. Yet, if a bank should accept Standard Oil 
of New Jersey debentures as collateral, the book value of the loan 


is determined by the market quotation of the debentures. 


Why not 


cut the banks loose from the stock market? Eccles asked. 

The SEC officials argued, for they and the Reserve Board mem- 
bers have been equally pestered by industrialists complaining of 
money tightness. The Eccles suggestion itself was only a modifi- 
cation of a plan put before the board by Howard Bonbright, vice 
president of the Briggs Body Company. 


ECCLES’ WHITE RABBIT Specifically, Chairman Eccles wants 


to use the bank examining system 


as a sort of governor of the business cycle. 


During depressions, 


he would relax liquidity requirements, in order to get money out 


of the banks and into production. 


And during booms, he would 


have the banking rules made more stringent than ever, in order to 
moderate the enthusiasm of the boosters. 

His scheme is labeled “cutting the banks loose from the stock 
market” because, for collateral purposes, he would determine a 
security’s value by calculating the credit and net worth of the 
issuing company. Thus, he thinks, the soundness of the nation’s 
banks would no longer be affected by the fluctuations of the stock- 


ticker.

Obviously, such a plan could never be carried out under the pres- 
ent setup, which divides authority over the banking structure among 
the Reserve Board, the comptroller of the currency and the Federal 
Deposit Insurance Corporation.

Under the chairmanship of Henry Morgenthau, the chosen rep- 
resentatives of the Reserve Board, comptroller of the currency’s 


office and FDIC set to work together. 


Before long the Eccles men 


and the other committee members had disagreed sharply. The offi- 
cials of the other agencies regarded the Eccles plan as extreme and 


impractical. 


They protested loudly against it. 


In spite of their protests, however, the Eccles view carried 


enough weight to force concessions. 


In the committee report, the 


relaxation of certain rigid banking rules is expected to be recom- 


mended. 


FOR PRESENT AND FUTURE As matters stand, the offi- 


cials of the conservative 


banking agencies are sweating with fear of further Eccles aggres- 


sions. 


Eccles and his friends, meanwhile, are chafing at a report 


which they regard as far too modest and timid. For the present, 
the chief interest of the story is in its illustration of the division of 
New Deal opinion and of the New Deal terror of increasingly bad 
times. For the future, it suggests the sort of thing that may come, 


if times do grow much worse,

TAX IMMUNITIES FOR PUBLIC EMPLOYES 
(From the St. Louis Post-Dispatch.) 


Apparently a condition of panic exists among 
certain classes of state and municipal employes, 
who fear that the supreme court decision in the 
port of New York authority case will make it 
possible for the federal government not only to 
hold them liable for income taxes in the future, 
but for taxes in the past year. Representatives 
of 14 states have hurried to Washington to seek 
a law preventing the Treasury from collecting 
back taxes for 12 years. 


No doubt a good case can be made for such 
legislation, because, while these persons have en- 
joyed a distinct tax advantage over their fellow 
citizens, they did so with approbation of existing 
law. To require the payment of taxes for a long 
term of years would undoubtedly work a dis- 
tinct hardship. However, the port of New York 
authority decision, with the added prospect of a 
new law ending the tax immunities of all public 
employes, as recommended by the President, can 
only produce cheers from the remainder of the 
population.

WONDERS OF BEAVER LIFE. 


Il—Questions About Beavers. 

All sorts of questions come to 
us as we think of beavers at work 
as woodcutters. Why do they | 
want to fell trees? What kinds) 
do they most often cut? What are) 
some of the records made by beav- 
ers in cutting thick trunks? What 
do they do when a tree falls 
against another tree instead of to 
the ground? 


Beaver at work near new home. 


The last of those questions was 
left over from yesterday, and here 
is the answer: Sometimes they 
let the tree keep leaning against 
another one, and go to work to 
cut a different tree. They have 


have trunks from four to 10 inch- 
es thick. There are, however, 
some cases in which the trunks 
have been from 18 to 20 inches 
thick, and a record cut has been 
reported by Enos Mills, a widely 
known naturalist, 

“The largest beaver-cut stump 
I have ever measured,” says Mr. 
Mills, “‘was on the Jefferson river 
in Montana, near the mouth of 
Pipestone creek. This was three 
feet and six inches in diameter.” 

It is not hard to tell when a tree 
has been cut by beavers. The 
marks of their teeth are piainly to 
be seen. The teeth, by the way, 
keep growing, and that is the only 
reason they are not destroyed by 
the hard labor to which they are 
put. 

Beavers have three reasons to 
cut down trees—to use parts of 
them for food, to build dams, and 
to get material for their homes. 

Beavers often place their home 
or “lodge” at the edge of a pond 
or stream, but sometimes it is a 
good many feet from the shore. 

Sticks, twigs, tree branches an4 
logs are employed in making the 
framework of the lodge. These 
are plastered with mud, layer af- 
ter layer, and with sod. The ani- 
mals use their forepaws to put 
the mud in place. 

At last the lodge is finished. 
Each beaver family has two rooms.

Brady. “Yes, I’ve already read 
that—the nurse down at the plant 
showed it to me,” he replied. 

The dentor took X-rays of the 
young man’s jaw, found the first 
molar abscessed, the second and 
third molars evidently broken 
down, with dead pulps, but not 
acutely abscessed. He extracted 
the three molars, required the pa- 
tient to return daily for four days, 
finally discharged him well, and 
grateful to guess whom. The 
dentor extracted the three molars 
painlessly, by first injecting novo- 
cain so as to “block” the inferior 
dental nerve. 

Extraction of a tooth, abscessed 
or not, is not a minor or simple 
operation, but one that requires 
every care and consideration and 
every post-operative care a sur- 
geon would give after any opera- 
tion. Unhappily for the public, 
dentists are doctors in name only 
—and how!

Let It Pass. 

Tilting back in chairs is hard 
on them of course. But if stopping 
that involves nagging and threat- 
ens the happiness of home and 
hearth, better let that pass. Just 
make a point to have the chair 
repaired at the first creak because 
then it can be repaired without 
any damage being done. If you 
let it go till it’s ready to fall apart, 
the chair may be permanently in- 
jured. 

When repairing furniture, use 
ambroid in place of glue, as it 
holds much bettef. Plastic wood 
is another boon when you get on 
to using it. 

The Inside Story. 

As for upholstered chairs, well, 
that’s something else still, but 
most of the same rules of purchas- 
‘Ing apply. The hard wood frame
